JOHN H. WHEELER’S LEC- 
YURE.— North Carolina’s distinguish- 
ed historian, Col. John H. Wheeler, 
delivered his lecture in the hall of 
the House of Representatives on 
Thursday evening, on the ‘ Early 
Governors of North Carolina and of 
the vindieation of the Mecklenburg 
Declaration of Independence.” 

We regret that the audience was so 
small, but we are Sure those who at- 
tended were entertained and instruct- 
ed by the able and interesting dis- 
course. 

After sketching the early settle- 
ment of the State, and giving a list 
of the men who had occupied the 
Gubernatorial chair, Col. Wheeler 
entered, con amore, upon the discus- 
sion of the authenticity of the 20th 
of May Declaration, and adduced 
new historical and authentic facts to 
substantiate his position. He made 
some strong points in favor of his 
side, and the applause with which 
his arguments were greeted attested 
that the audience sympathized with 
his views and endorsed his senti- 
ments. 

We will not do Col. Wheeler the 
injustice to attempt a report of his 
lecture ; but as it will doubtless soon 
be printed, the public will have an 
opportunity of judging of its merits.

Mr. Norwood’s ability, character, 
ripe experience, and mature consid- 
eration of the subject on which his 
remarks are submitted, entitle his 
— to consideration and respect. 

e do not concur in all Mr. Nor- 
wood’s conclusions, but the public 
desire to hear what he has to say on 
a matter of such vital importance to 
the whole State as the settlement of 
the public debt. 

Our own opinion is, that no ar- 
rangement by the General Assembly 
can be made with our creditors in 
the present condition of the country 
that will satisfy both, the people and 
the bon4d-holders. All that can be 
done will be the appointment of a 
Commission to confer with our credi- 
tors on the subject, and report to the 
next Legislature.

Mr. EpiTror:—In Sunday motn- 
ing’s NEws, under the heading of 
“City Finances,’’ a ecerrespondent 
signing himself a ‘‘Tay-Payer’’ ex- 
presses the hope that all really inter- 
ested in the jen iy of the city of 
Raleigh, will oppose the proposition 
to fund the floating debt of the city. 
This correspondent belongs to either 
one of two classesof aur citizens. 
One elass is composed of that portion 
of our community who know nothing 
whatever of our financial condition 
as a corporation, and hence are not 
in a condition to give advice. The 
other belongs to the ‘‘shaving class,”’ 
who feed and fatten upon the finan- 
cial difficulties of the city. We sus- 
pect the writer in question belongs 
to the latter class, for none but an in- 
terested party could write as he does. 
It will be observed that he uses no 
argument whatever, but deals 
in ‘glittering generalities,’ and 
the ordinary clap--trap of 
the special pleader, who _ has 
an eye to the ‘‘main  chance.”’ 
Now, what are the facts in regard to 
this question? Over one year ago, 
upon the motion of Gen. Gorman, of 
the Board of Commissioners, the 
Clerk to the Board, Mr. Grausman, 
was authorized and instructed to re- 
port the amount of the debt of the 
city of Raleigh—that is, how much 
the whole debt was, including the 
funded and floating debt—the bond 
and scrip debt. Mr. Grausman re- 
ported the debt to be about $125,000 
altogether, including the $50,000 of 
‘‘Market House’ bonds. Of this 
$125,000 was included the ‘short’’ 
vonds, issued for the purpose of tak- 
ing up the ‘‘scrip’’ debt, and improv- 
ing the credit of the city. By ‘‘short’’ 
we mean bonds running one, twoand 
three years, which were issued under 
the general charter act. By advice 
of eminent financiers, this policy (of 
issuing ‘‘short’’ bonds) wasattempted 
for the purpose of taking up the 
scrip or floating debt of the city, but 
it was found it did not werk, as capi- 
talists were loth to invest therein, as 
no provision of law was in force re- 
quiring the principal and interest to 
be paid in cash, and they were con- 
sidered no better than the floating 
scrip. 

The proposition which this sapient 
‘tax payer’ objects to is this: To 
fund the entire floating debt of the 
city, all the scrip that is now in cir- 
culation, into thirty year bonds, and 
require the taxes accruing to pay the 
principai and interest, which shall 
be placed in the hands of the Com- 
missioner of the Sinking Fund, 1n- 
stead of its being paid over to the 
corporation Treasurer, and to forbid, 
under penalty, the Commissioners 
hereafter to expend a single dollar 
more than is paid into the Treasury 
for taxes. Be it remembered, just 
here, that the Commissioners are 
limited in taxation, and cannot col- 


_leet one cent more than they now 


collect for the ordinary expenses of 
the city. 

Now, what is the present condi- 
tion of the city? Without this spe- 
cial act authorizing the funding of 
the floating debt, the $75,000 in circu- 
lation is in the hands of the commu- 
nity. It is good, dollar for dollar, for 
current taxes. As a consequence, 
the $45,000 yearly city taxes is paid 
almost entirely in city scrip. No 
greenbacks, of any consequence, is 
paid into the Treasury. It is all in 
‘serip.’’ The police, officers and all 
other expenses of the city are allow- 
ed monthly. As there is no money 
in the Treasury when these liabili- 
ties are allowed by the Board, after 
thoreugh examination by a commit- 
tee, the Clerk issues ‘‘scrip,’’ that is, 
orders on the Treasurer for the 
amount owing each individual. 

As the Treasurer cannot honor 
them, having no greenbacks, they are 
bartered to the shavers of the city, 
by these creditors of the city, at a dis- 
count of from 15 to 25 per cent., and 
this issue takes the placeof the old 
that may have been paid to the Treas- 
urer for Taxes. Every officer of the 
city is subjected to this shaving pro- 
cess. Well, what is the consequence? 
Responsible day police cannot live for 
less than $50 per month. They get 
$60 per in ‘‘script’”? and are 
fortunate if they find an individual 
who will pay $50 for the $60 order. 
The same rule works with the night 
police, the day laborers, the lumber 
sellers, and “— person who deals 
with the city. If cash was paid all 
these persons, the discount or shave 
submitted to, could be saved by 


the city, and a reduction of 
wages and _ prices aid made 
by our city authorities. As _ it 


| is, dealers in city scrip are the only 


persons benefitted by the present 
financial condition of the city. In 
fact, it has become a regular business, 
and the tax-payers are the only suf- 
ferers. 

Mr. Battle’s proposition, in your 
paper of Sunday, is the solution of 
our difficulties. Let us fund into 
bonds this floating debt of the city 
and provide means to pay the inter- 
est and create a sinking fund to pay 
them when due, and forbid under 
heavy penalty the Commissioners ex- 
pending one dollar more than can be 
raised by taxation under the law as 
now limited. By this means, taxes 
will be paid in cash, employees will 
be paid in cash, labor, grain, timber, 
&c., can be bought for cash, and the 
per cent now added because scrip is 
received will not be added to city 
bills. A reduction of 20 per cent. can 
be made in city expenses, for salaries, 
labor, timber, &e., if the floating debt 
is funded. The funding of the debt 
will affect no person injuriously ex- 
cept the ‘‘saavers,’’ or dealers in city 
scrip who at present live and profit 
by dealing therein. The funding of 
the debt will break up the 

rofitable business of numerous shy- 
ocks who are now fattening upon 
the necessities of city employees. 


THE HANGING OF JOS. BAKER 
AT CHARLOTTE. 


Fall Particulars of the Tragic 
Scene By Our Special 


Keporter. 


The NEws having contained a full 
account of the trial and other inci- 
dents connected with the Baker- 
Wilfong murder. It is only necessa- 
ry to give the following particulars 
of his tragic end, as reported by our 
special correspondent on the spot,and 
sent us last night by telegraph: 

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Jan. 16. 


RALEIGH NEws :—Joseph Baker, a 
white man, aged about 35 years, was 
executed here to-day for the murder 
of a negro, namee Newton Wilfong, 
on the 17th of Eebruary, 1873. The 
homicide was committed under cir- 
cumstances of intoxication, and was 
both unpremeditated and without 
moive. The stabbing details bein 
uninteresting. ssaker at his first tria 
was sentenced to be hanged on the 
20th of June last, but an appeal being 
taken to the Supreme Court of the 
State, which tribunal affirmed the 
decision of the Court _ below. 
He was re-sentenced to be executed 
on the 19th December last. By a 
successful and desperate escape he 
again evaded the scaffold, but was 
recaptured and respited to January 
2nd. <A further respite was then 
granted till to-day. An hour before 
the execution, his mother, wife, 
brothers and sisters took a final fare- 
well. At 1 p. m. he walked down 
the stairs of the jail and resolutely 
stepped on the drop. In coe 5, dong an 
interrogation, he said that he had 
nothing to say, having previously 
admitted his guilt. Then ina clear 
shrill voice, he made a fervent appeal 
to the ‘:irone of Grace for mercy to 
his soul. After this the noose and 
black cap were adjusted, the rope by 
which the drop was suspended was 
cut, and Baker fell about two feet. 
Strangulation then did its work. 
His struggles lasted about three min- 
utes. In twenty minutes life was 
extinct, and after hanging half an 
hour the body was cut down, placed 
in a plain pine coffin and turned over 
to his friends for interment. There 
was alarge crowd present, but only 
about forty persons were admitted to 
witness the execution, which, in ac- 
cordance with the law, was private.

Charlotte and Philadelphia. 

North Carolina will never have a 
better opportunity of advertising her 
natural resources and advantages 
than at the National Centennial at 
Philadelphia, on the 4th of July, 

As auxiliary to this, it has been 
proposed to hold a North Carolina 
Centennial at Chariotte, on the 25th 
of May, 1875, at which are to be ex- 
hibited all theevidences of the State's 
progress in the arts and sciences, to- 
gether with the best specimens of 
her mineral and acrienitural wealth 
und greatness. 

The RALEtGH News has zealous- 
iy advocated the holding of the Char- 
iotte Centennial, and will continue 
to do so, until it shall become appa- 
rent that our citizens feel no interest 
in the subject. 

We have ample time now, if we zo 
io work at once. We trust our cotem- 
poraries will join with us in urging 
the people of the State to awaken to 
the importance of making the North 
Carolina Centennial the greatest ex- 
hibition we haveever had in our bor- 
ders, 


Mr. Cushing. 

Our readers know that the nomina- 
tion of Mr. CusHina for Chief Jus- 
tice las been withdrawn, and that 
the pretext upon whieh the Presi- 
dent acted was the finding of a letter, 
written by Mr. to Mr. 
FERSON Davis, in 1861, which letter 
contained some sort of recognition of 
a dissolution of the Union. We say 
pretext, for the indications now are 
that the reason assigned was not the 
real cause of the withdrawal. Mr. 
CUSHING’S nomination met with 
strong opposition from many leading 

vepublicans, in and out of the Sen- 
ate. These men acknowledged his 
ability and his fitness by reason of 
legal learning and experience for an 
acceptable discharge of the duties of 
ihe high office to which he had been 
nominated. They Knew him to be 
the peer of any gentleman who had 
heen mentioned in connection with 
the position, and vet they stubbornly 
resisted his confirmation. Why? 
The true reason, we suspect, may be 
found in the fact that Mr. CUSHING 
had one time been a Democrat, hold- 
ing pronounced views upon the ques- 
tion of States Rights and kindred sub- 


 jects,and they feared that not even the 


knowledge that he owed his eleva- 
iion to the appointment of a Repub- 
lican President, and the confirmation 
ot a Republican Senate could eon- 
strain him to give a deeision other 
than such as his judgment approved. 
They Knew the iniquitous character 
of much of the legislation had since 
the war; they knew, too, that possi- 
ily the failing fortunes of their party 
might require the enactment of other 
measures violative of the Constitu- 
tion of the country, and they feared 


to submit any questions arising out of 
such measures to the crucial test of 
honest legal judgment. Hence the 
opposition to Mr. CUSHING, and the 
pressure strong enough to force the 
President to recall a nomination 
which had commended itself to the 


good sense of the whole country. 


Repeal of the Salary Bill. 

Congress has at last yielded to the 
demands of the country by the re- 
pealof the Act of March ord, 1575, 
popularly known as the Salary bill. 
This was effected on Tuesday last, by 
the coneurrence of the House of 
Representativesin the Senateamend- 
ments to the original House Bill. 
The pay of members is now the same 
as that received prior to the increase 
last year. It is to be regretted that 
this action of the National Legisla- 
ture was not more speedily done, 
and that the Repubiie was brought 
into diseredit by the acrimonious de- 
bate which preceded the repeal. 
However, the repeal has been had, 
the voice of the people has been 
heeded, and astatute odious beyond 


all others of a decade has ceased to 
have operation. 

Now let Congress do something 
tangible and sensible with the finan- 
ces, and much may be forgiven it. 

The vote in the House on the Sen- 
ate amendment was 226 yeas to 2 
nays. Those voting in the negative 
were Messrs. ALBERT, AVERILL, 
Barry, CLYMER, Cox, CROSSLAND, 
Hays, HAYNES, KELLEY, KENDALL, 
LAMISON, MOREY, NEGLEY, PRATT, 
of Virginia, RANDALL, SHANKS, 
SLOss, STANFORD, STORM, STOR- 
RELL, Topp, WADDELL, WHITE, 
WHitrLEyY and WILLIAMS, of In- 
diana, Of these Mr. WADDELL, 
only is from North Carolina, We 
regret to see Col. WADDELL thus 
place himself in opposition to the 
wishes and feelings of his people. 
For whatever may be his own opin- 
ion of his vote for the original bill, it 
is unquestionably true that it met the 
condemnation of a large majority of 
the people of the State, and in defer- 
ence totheirsentiments a graceful 
submission would have been becom- 
ing in him. 


Speech of Senator John W. Nore 
wood, Delivered in the Senate of 
North Carolina, On ‘luesday, Dec. 
16th, 1873, on the subject of the 
State Debt. 

Mr. President: 1 have iwo objee- 
tions tothe bill under consideration, 
which in my opinion, ought to pre- 
vent its passage. Other objections 
to it L reserve for a general view of 
the whole subject, which I desire to 
take, in support of the amendment, 
which I had the honor to offerasa 
snbstitute for the bill. 

First. This bill assuming the State 
to be insolvent, proposes with 36,000,- 
000, to pay off something over $22,- 
000,000, of our debt, which reaches 
nearly $40,000,000, and for that pur- 
pose, it divides the holders of our 
bonds, for that amount, of debt into 
three classes. 

The first and favored class, hold- 
ing bonds to the amount of 33,682,- 
200, are to be paid fifty cents in the 
dollar. The second class, holding 
bonds to the amount of 57,259,460, 
are to receive thirty cents in the dol- 
lar, and the third class,holding bonds 
to the amount of 311,151,687, are to 
receive twenty cents in the dollar. 

Now asthe,entire debt of 522,000,000 
consists of State bonds of 51,000 each; 
and as by the provisions of this bill, 
each and every one of these bond 
holders, is allowed to come in separ- 
ately to your Public Treasurer and 
demand and receive a new, a good 
bond for his old one, according tothe 
per centage allowed to the class, to 
which it belongs: Now suppose, only 
one-halfof the bonds making this 
322,000,000 of debt, shall thus be pre- 
sented and exchanged; what I ask, 
will be the consequence to the State? 
Simply this. You will have incurred 
anew and valid debt stronger even 
than the special tax bonds of $3,000,- . 
000, and you will have imposed an 
additional annual tax of $180,000 upon 
the people; which will be already 
levied by the law creating it, and be- 
vond your power to recall, alter, or 
change; and yet there will remain 
against us outstanding and unpaid, 
311,000,000 or one-half of this same 
debt. Forone I am not willing to 
make such a bargain. And I cannot 
believe the people will sanetion such 
a financial scheme. 

Sir, let the friends of this bill 
amend it, by requiring all the bonds 
representing the entire debt, of $22,- 
OU0,000, to be first filed with the Pub- 
lic ‘Treasurer, before he is allowed to 
issue asingle new bond. Or at the 
very least, let the State be protected 
by a satisfactory guarantee, that all 
the bonds shall come in and be ex- 
changed on the terms offered by the 
bill. We will then have some secu- 
‘rity against cruel disappointment; a 
heavy burden of increased taxation ; 
and an entire failure to restore the 
credit: of the State, in the money 
markets of the world. The Senator 
from Randolph has no hesitation in 
assuring us that all the bond-holders 
will agree to the compromise, then 
they are all ready to come forward 
with their bonds. Let them do it. 

Sir, there is another objection of a 
like character, to this bill, but far 
more important and fatal. 

There is another large class of State 
bonds outstanding against us, which 
are not embraced in this bill at all. 
[ inean the special tax bonds, amount- 
ing in principal money alone to $1],- 
400,000, with several millions of past 
due interest upon them, and increas- 
ing annually at the rate of $684,0uv. 
In the very forcible speech which 
the Senator from Randolph (Mr. 
Worth) made in support of his bill, 
he denounced these special tax bonds 
as fraudulent and void, and had no 
fear thatany court would ever enforce 
them against us; and theretore he left 
them out of his bill, The Senator 
f-om Mecklenburg (Mr. Waring) asks 
me if I think, there is any mode by 
which these special tax bonds can be 
collected; and ifso, how it can be ae- 
complished. I had just reached that 
very point, and will proceed toanswer 
the inquiry. As an individual, I 
believe these bonds to be uneon- 


stitutional and = void, and join 
in the condemnation of them 
as fraudulent and infamous. 


But sir, my opinion or the solemn 
declaration of this General Assemblv 
to that effect will not relieve us in 
this great emergency. Itis a ques- 
And

tion for the Courts to decide. 


| the Courts have already spoken, 


, 

= 


the Supreine Court of North Caroli- 
na, in the case of University Rail- 
road Company against Holden, Gov., 
reporied in 63 vol. of N.C. Reports, 
page 410, four Judges of that Court 
against the single opinion of Chief 
Justice Pearson to the contrary, held 
these bonds to be valid. I have the 
ease before me and refer Senators 
particularly to the opinion of Judge 
Settle, in whieh he condenses the 
opinions of the other three associate 
Judges and agrees with them in pro- 
nouncing the bonds to be constitu- 
tional and valid. Here is the voice 
of the highest Judicial Tribunal in 
the State, declaring the bonds to Le 
rood. 

And but a few days ago, here in 
the city of Raleigh, the Circuit Court 
of the United States followed the 
lead of our Supreme Court, and de- 
elared the bonds to be good, and de- 
clared further that the act of the 
General Assembly which repealed 
the Act creating the bonds, was it- 
self uneonstitutional and void. But 
supposing the Courts do hold them 
to be good, by what process Iam ask - 
ed, can they be possibly collected? 
Sir, I answer the question witha 
feeling of concern almost amounting 
to terror. By the very acts of the 
Legislature by which that $11,400,000 
of our State debt is created, an actual 
levy is made upon all the real and 
personal taxable property of the 
State, of } of 1 per cent, to pay the 
annual interest during the whole 
period of 80 years which they have to 
run, to be collected as other taxes are 
collected. And Sir, it is by law made 
the business and duty of the Auditor 
tu have that tax collected as other 
taxes are collected. And _ it is done 
simply by adding another column to 
his tax schedule, when he issues it 
tothe SheriffS of the State. That 
little act, of one man, isall that saves 
the people of the State from the col- 
lection or the attempted collection of 
this enormous and most iniquitous 
tax. By asingle hair the fatal sword 
is suspended over us. 

And at this very moment, we are 
threatened with new suits to compel 
the collection of this interest. Sir, 
let us wait a little longer, and be in 
no hurry to take this leap in the dark. 
And when we do aet, let us consider 
well and deliberately what we are 
about, and make asure and safe busi- 
ness of it, and not make the terrible 
baulk, whieh I fear this bill would 
lead us into; by imposing an addi- 
tional heavy weight of taxation upon 
the people, and afterit has been done, 
still leave such an enormous load of 
public debt hanging over them, as 
will be sufficient to crush them down 
to the earth, and inevitably prevent 
the restoration of our public credit, 
and as effectually prevent the reno- 
vation of our prosperity as a State, 
the great objects which we have in 
view, 

THE SUBSTITUTE FOR THE BILL. 


I will now proceed to the consider- 
ation of the amendment which I 
have had the honor to offer as a sub- 
stitute for the bill under discussion. 

These resolutionsatflirm four propo- 
sitions: 

1. That the people are so much im- 
poverished by the war as to be un- 
able, at the present time, by taxation, 
to pay any part of the public debt. 

II. That our new State Govern- 
ment imposes as heavy a burden of 
taxation upon the people as they can 
bear in their present impoverished 
circumstances, 

Ill. That the people of North 
Carolina are not responsible for the 
late war, or its calamitous conseguen- 
ces. 

IV. That the General Government, 
should assume the payment of so 
much of our public debt, as in justice 
and equity, ought to be paid. Or at 
least, should lend to the State such 
financial aidand credit as will enable 
us to provide for the total extinction 
of the debt, upon just and reasonab:e 
terms, without oppressing the people. 

OUR LOSSES BY THE WAR. 


First Proposition. The people are 
so much impoverised by the war as 
to be unable at the present time, by 
taxation, to pay any part of their 
Publie Debt. 

Sir, is thistrue? Allow me to read 
a paragraph, from the able statement 
of our public debt, which is presen- 
ted so us by the Public Treasurer, in 
his annual Report, and will be found 
on tenth page : 

‘“‘T have already stated, says the 
Public Treasurer, these losses which 
are demonstrated by the present con- 
dition of the investments entered 
into by the State. It is not necessa- 
ry to add to the list the enormous 
destruction of our property by the 
war; theannihilation of our system 
of labor, the ruin of our wealthiest 
people by the abolition of slavery ; 
the death or disabling of multitudes 
of our young men in battle or by dis- 
ease; the sweepinp away of our 
personal property, our horses, our cat- 
tle, our farming implements ; the de- 
terioration of our Jands. It is not 
necessary to call to mind the effects 
on a half ruined people, of the finan- 
cial troubles of 1867, and the present 
year. Every fair minded man will 
admit, that ifever a State can be jus- 
tified in demanding that creditors 
should abate a part of their demands; 
to losses, unforeseen by 

oth parties, at the time of the crea- 
tion of the debt, that State is North 
Carolina.’ 


Sir, what are the items embraced 
in this comprehensive statement of 
our losses by the war? I will enum- 
erate some of them: 

Let us estimate the Loss of 331,000 


siaves worth in 1860 $200,000, 000 
Bank Curiency at 8,000 000 
Hank Stock at 8,300, 
Investments in Internal Im- 

vrovements, to'al loss at 21,000,600 


Desiruction and loss of ail other

$300,000 ,000 


And we have a grand total of $300,- 
000,000, which sum will be fully sus- 
tained by a full examination of the 
subject. 

Yes sir, we may put down our ma- 


terial loss, at not less than $300,000,- 


000. But by what rule will you arrive 
at the loss to the State of the thous- 
ands of the flower of her youth, and 
the prime of her manhood who fell 
in battle, or lingered out their lives in 
prisons and hospitals; and by what 
rule will you estimate the public 
loss to the State, arising from the 
annual emigration of large num- 
bers of our most public spirited 
energetic and valuable citizens, re- 
luctantly leaving their native state 
with all its strong ties and memories, 
behind them, to tight the great battle 
of life in strange lands, because, from 
our ruined condition, they have no 
sufficient trust and confidence in the 
beliet that North Carolina can again 
regain her former prosperity ? 

But we must add to this dark and 
terrible enumeration of losses and 
calamities one other, greater than all 
the rest. Our State Government was 
taken away from us, and another 
strange and unsuitable Government 
was imposed upon us by arbitrary
